2 
The brief account of the sale given exclu- 
sively by Tue T'x1nunE of Yesterday morning 
was the first intimation to the public that 
such a transaction was contemplated. Since 
that time the finishmg touches have been 
given to the sale, and although Mr. Mayer's 
ownership is not yet a matter of record he has 
already signed a term lease of land and build- 
ing. A. H. Blackali & Son have taken the 
building for a term of twenty years at an 
annual rental of something over 920, 
000, besides paying taxes and insurance.

Mr. Cos- 
grove occupied the basement of the building, 
and had been on confidential terms for years 
with Mrs. Jerome. By the terms of this will 
Mr. Cosgrove's children were made bene- 
ficiaries in large sums. The collateral heirs 
of the Jerome estate protested against the 
will being admitted to probate on the ground 
that it was a forgery. Judge Kohlsaat on 
this gtound refused to admit the will, and 
granted letters of administration for the bene- 
fit of the heirs.

Tuthill set aside the verdict and granted a 
new trial.

Sent Out to Bring Them In. 
Chief McClaughry started out at 1 o’clock 


The Chief and Inspector Ross held a con- 
sultation lasting several hours before it was 
decided to make the raid. Then, as a pre- 
cautionary measure, warrants were obtained 
for the keepers of the five houses, thus fore- 
stalling the action of any Justice of the Peace 
who might hold that the prisoners were not 
lawfully placed under arrest without warrants. 

Patrol wagons from outlying stations were 
summoned to Central shortly after midnight, 
and details of “plain-clotnes” men were 
ordered to report at the same place at 
midnight. Chief McClaughry headed a 
squad of five men who were to 
in vestigate the character of the establishment 
over the Little Auditorium saloon, No. 
305 Wabash avenue. Sergt. Cudmore of 
the Central Detail was sent with the 
same number of men to No. 70 Jackson 
street; Detective Stone moved on No. 14 
Quincy street; Detective Nolan marched to 
No. 246 Wabash avenue; and Inspector Ross 
took charge of the men who were to see just 
what was going on at No. 98 Randolph street. 

Chief McClaughry had hard luck, When 
the Little Auditorium was reached the heavy 
oaken doors that give entrance to the 
hall leading up- stairs were found locked 
and barred. The party had no sledge ham- 
mera, and while the men formed a_battering- 
ram the gamblers up-staire quietly stole 
down the, fire-escape and gained liberty via 
the alley. When the officers finally 
got upstairs the roulette wheel hardly 
quit turning and the faro deal was only half 
through. Two large safes, locked, were in 
the room. The paraphernalia was loaded 
into the patrol-wagon and taken to the Har- 
rison Street Station. 

Inspector Ross captured William Edwards 
and two men at No. 98 Randolph street. He 
also gathered in a wheel and layout. At No. 
246 Wabash avenue the alarm was given in 
time to allow the players to descend the

„When I reached the house at No, 305 
Wabash avenue with my five men I found the 
two heavy front doors locked. We had 
neglected to take sledge-hammers with us and 
there was some delay in getting in. It took our 
combined weight and considerable tugging to 
break the doors in. The people in the 
place scampered lhke rats out of the 
windows and down the fire escape. 
However, they did not succeed in taking 
anything with them. The layouts secured 
from the various places were costly and I 
should say make up the richest haul we have 
had yet.” 

The layouts taken from the various places 
were unusually fine ones. There seemed to 
be a wonderful similarity in appearance of all 
of them. The roulette wheels were all made 
of rosewood and bird’s-eye maple, and the 
‘tables were ali solid polished walnut 
covered with the finest kind of baize. In one 
of the outfits there was a solid silver card case 
and nearly all the chips and counters were 
ivory. Several boxes of new playing cards 
were taken in with the rest of the things and 
other packs of cards were found marked short.

If it be 
not adjusted shoftly the matter will be placed 
in proper hands, it 1s claimed, and all the cor- 
respondence in connection with the case will 
be asked for on the floor of the House.

CURESCHOLERA CASES 


DR. LEE TELLS OF HIS SUCCESSFUL 
EXPERIMENTS IN EUROPE. 


In St. Petersburg He Has a Long Struggle 
Against Prejudice, but He Perseveres 
and Finally Is Admitted to a Hospital 
— His Treatment Proves So Successful 
That He Is Given a Vote of Approval 
by the Medical Staff—Received with 
Honor in Berlin, Paris, and New York. 

Dr. Elmer Lee, the young Chicago physi- 
cian whose irrigation treatment for cholera 
created so much comment in Europe aurmg 
the recent epidemic, reached Chicago yester- 
day morning. Dr. Lee arrived at New York 

Oct. 29 on the steamer Columbia from South- 

ampton. He has been in New York and Wash- 

ington since his return. 

Dr. Lee went to Europe in May on a pleas- 
ure trip, and was there when the cholera first 
assumed an epidemic form in Southeastern

Russia. He had made the disease a subject of 
study, and he decided to put in practice a 
theory he had had for some time for its cure. 
Its success has now come to be accepted by 
specialists the world over. 

Since Dr. Lee’s return he has been in con- 
sultation with officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment regarding quarantine regulations for 
next year. Dr. Lee thinks it more than prob- 
able that there will be an outbreak of cholera 
in Europe, and that there may be 
an occasional sporadic case in the 
United States. He does not believe the 
bacilli of the disease can be transmitted 
from place to place in articles of merchandise, 
and further that while there may be danger of 
its introduction by filthy immigrants, he thinks 


classes of travelers, as, for example, the cabiao 
passengers. He therefore thinks the quaran- 
tine regulations of last summer unnecessarily 
harsh and severe. 

Speaking of his treatment and his experi- 
ence in Europe, Dr. Lee said: “The study 
of the epidemics of cholera involves much that

teriology of the disease is still in a state of 
- uncertainty. 
Discovery of the Cholera Bacillus, 

„Some years ago Prof. Koch of Berlin an- 
nounced that the germ which produces tnis 
disease had been found. He gave it the name 
of ‘comma bacillus,’ from its fancied resem- 
blance to the punctuation mark. The high 
standing of this eminent German scientist 
went far to establish in the scientific mind 
the value of the reported discovery. This con- 
clusion of Prof. Koch has been the basis 


on which experimental laboratory work 
on the subject of cholera has 
been made by investigators in almost 


all countries. Thecomma bacilli are found in 
the contents of the diseased bowels of cholera 
patients, and are notfound in any of the other 
tissues. Neither have these germs been found 
in foodstuffs or in the river waters which sup- 
ply the people with water for domestic pur- 


“The scientific value of Prof. Koch’s an- 
nouncement is not fully determined even yet. 
It is to my mind altogether probable that 
there is some relation between the bacilli of 
Koch and the cholera disease. The practical 
relation is not just clear, but assuming that 
cholera is or is not a result of this germ it 
bears a very distant relation to the needs of 
the poor sufferers from this disease. 

„My interests are allied on the side of 
practical relief and cure of the sick. For the 
sake of argument the bacilli theory may be 
conceded, Still it would even then fail to ad- 
vance the practical treatment of cholera pa- 
tients. One thing is surely determined, and 
that is that cholera is a disease which results 
of something which is taken into the stomach 
and the bowels. The ideal treatment as it 
presented itself to my mind would be to re- 
move that something. On this basis my 
proposition for the treatment of cholera is 
founded—namely, the removal of the cause. 

Properties of Soap. 


Another accepted fact is that of all the use- 
ful cleansing agents, soap is universally the 
best. So I proposed to remove the accu- 
mulations of the bowels by the use of 
warm soap and water as an irrigation. This 
proposition was presented to my colleagues in 
Paris and received their approval. By further 
inquiry it could not be learned that this meth- 
od had been anticipated or used in the treat- 
ment of cholera. 

With these facts in my possession it be- 
came my duty to go to Russia where cholera 
was then prevailing. At the time of leaving 
Paris there were also some reports of cholera 
in Havre and Hamburg, but I preferred to go 
to the great center of theepidemic. The

MAIL FOR THE FAIR. 


BE USED IN THE SERVICE. 


Pouches from All Incoming Trains to Be 
Picked Up Between Harvey and the 
Grounds—Service to Begin Jan. 1 and 
Continue for One Year—Increased Ac- 
commodations on the Illinois Central 
and Elevated Roads for Travel Between 
Midnight and Morning. 


Capt. Troy of the United States mail service 
has completed the plans for the World’s Fair 
mail service and forwarded them to Washington 
for approval, A request has been made for 
immediate action and it is expected that the 
plans will be returned in a few days, 

Capt. Troy proposes to run cars on seven or 
eight Illinois Central trains between Chicago 
and Harvey. cars as now designed are a 
httle smaller the ordinary mailcar. In- 
terior fittings are somewhat modified, but the 
change in this respect is not a great one. 
They will not be railway postoffices, but sim- 
ply cars to carry sacks. On the side is painted 
the coat-of-arms of the United States, and 
just above the words: World's Columbian 
Exposition Service.“ 

It is intended to pick up the mail for the 
World’s Fair grounds delivered by all the in- 
coming railroads at points between Harvey 
and the grounds. The Nickel Plate, Fort 
Wayne, and Lake Shore, for instance, will 
throw off their sacks at Grand Crossing; the 
Grand Trunk will deliver its pouches at Har-

Depot to Be Finished on Time, 
The work of erecting the new Illinois Cen- 
tral depot is progressing with a fair degree of 
rapidity. The company expects that the de- 
pot will be finished about the time originally 
calculated upon, though the office structure 
may not then be done, Delays have been ex- 
perienced in the delivery of material. The 
strike at Homestead has kept a good deal of 
the structural iron back. 

There have also been delays in the delivery 
of stone. The effect of this has been to de. 
prive the company at times of the amount of 
skilled labor it has required. There is, they 
claim, a great scarcity of skilled labor in the 
city, and ‘masons who are paid by the day 
have declined to wait around for stone to 
work on and have sought jobs elsewhere. 
There have also been some delays in the de- 
livery of iron for the elevated tracks, but 
notwithstanding this the company says the 
work is pushed ahead satisfactorily. 
Since the Ist of the month all through south- 
bound trains have been run on the two outer 
tracks, which are elevated along almost the 
entire length from Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth 
streets to Seventy-first street. The job of 
elevating these two tracks has been the hard- 
est, the company declares, which it will en- 
counter; the rest of the work will be much 
easier. The magnitude of the operation can 
be appreciated when it is known that 60,000 : 
éubic yards of sand are needed for the founda- 
tions. The largest size cars holds only 25 
cubie yards. The company’s officials are con- 
fident, however, that the tracks will all be 
elevatea in time for the opening of the Fair. 
The delivery of its World's Fair cars begins 
about Jan. 1, and from that time on until 
May the new equipment will arrived rapidly. 
Early Morning Train Service. 
The subject of a suburban train service be- 
tween 12 u’clock and morning has been can- 
vassed. It is probable that a service of this 
kind will be begun ten or twelve weeks before 
the Fair opens, and traina will probably be 
ran every hour between 12 o’clock and 5 a. m.

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THE BUSINESS. 
It rests with the railroads of the United 
States, and especially with those in this sec- 
tion, to say whether the great Fair of next 
year shall be a magnificent success or only a 
moderate one. Apparently the managers have 
resolved in tavor of the latter. The passenger 
agents are reported to have determined to 
pinch the largest possible amount of money 


| for the least practical service to the people 


who travel over their lines to and from the 
Fair. In other words, they have decided upon 
the policy of “ hogging the business,” squeez- 
ing out of it the last dollar that can be real- 
ized, and this without reference to the danger 
that such a course would damage the Fair, re- 
strict their own revenues, and call down upon 
them a universal condemnation as conscience- 
less grabbers. 

Surely there are some among them who 
must be wise enough to know that such a pol- 
icy would seriously injure the Fair by reduc- 
ing the attendance to perhaps less than half 
what it would be under liberal treatment by 
the carrying companies. They must be aware 
that the result of this would be less net 
money for the roads and smaller dividends to 
the stockholders that would accrue from a 
system of low fares such as the experience of 
other exhibitions has shown to be necessary 
to draw the masses. This unwise grabbing at 
more than can be secured is always the mark 
of selfish, short-sighted, greedy men, They 
overreach themselves and those tor whom 
they act by trying to rob the public whenever 
they think they have the chance to “ hog 
things.” They frequently spoil what would 
otherwise have been a fine success. 

At the opening of the Philadelphia Fair in 
1876 the railroad managers tried to play the 
same game on the public that is now con- 
templated by their brethren of the Western 
Passenger Association. For the first three 
months the attendance was very light. It in- 
cluded few people living more than two hun- 
dred miles away, and, in fact, not many went 
there from distances exceeding one hundred 
miles, Then the managers saw their mistake. 
They began to put down their fares and travel 
increased. Finally they reduced their tariff 
to about one cent per mile, and the result was 
a revelation to them. The people came in 
great numbers trom distances of five hundred 
miles or more, and the revenues of the roads 
were far greater than before, though at an im- 
mense reduction in the charge for each unit of 
service to the traveling public. | 

The Western passenger agents propose to 
charge nearly full fare for distances of one 
hundred miles or less, and two cents per mile 
each way for greater Sdistances. The con- 
cession is a puny one, a miserable apology for 
liberality of treatment, and a disgrace to the 
financiering ability that can advocate it as 
hoiding out the promise of the largest revenues, 
which is what the managing railroad man is 
supposed to want and work for. These pro- 
posed rates of fare should be cut in two, and 


if the great Exhibition is to be a grand suc- 
cess. They must be reduced if the Fair is to 
pay and the railroads make the greatest 
amount of money out of the situation. It 
rests with these managers to say whether the 
Fajr shall be a splendid success or a dismal 
failure. The railroads have the power in their 
hands and the more illiberal their charges the 
bigger will be the failure. 

If these gentiemen really want to do the 
best they can for their stockholders, and do 
not wish to be held responsible for the Fair 
being a partial if not a complete failure, they 
will do well to look at the way in which the 
French railroads helped the Paris Exposition. 
Excursion tickets were put down to just half 
the regular rates for going and returning, and 
the same reduction of 50 per eent was made in 
the charges for carrying goods for exhibition 
there. The Western men ought to be suffi- 
ciently familar with the statistics to know 
what was the effect of this policy on the reve- 
nues of the French railroad lines. If so 
they know that the policy paid well and is 
now regarded by French railroad officials as 
the only one that could have been pursued to 
secure the best results both for the Exposition 
and for themselves. If not aware of this they 
would do well to read up a little before decid- 
ing to vote at the December meeting for the 
cutthroat rates which it is understood the 
committee will recommend for their adoption.

Corporation Counsel Miller has performed 
his duty in submittug the fauts of the Onder- 
donk tunnel arbitration to the Council.

THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 

The delegates to the International Mone- 
tary Conference are expected to meet in 
Brussels next Tuesday. The names of those 
who will represent the different countries are 
known, but no one can make more thanthe 
merest guess as to the result of the delibera- 
tions, or even in regard to the attitude that 
will be taken by the different delegations, 
though the views of many of the individuals 
are pretty well understood. The American 
components of.the conference will be ex-Con- 
trollor H. W. Cannon, Senators W. B. Allison 
of Iowa and J. P. Jones of Nevada, President 
E. B. Andrews of Brown University, Con- 
gressman McCreary of Kentucky, and E. O. 
Leech, Director of the Mint. 

Mr. Cannon is authority for the statement 
that as these gentlemen represent all the views 
of Americans on the subject of coinage, and 
as it would be admittedly inadvisable to pre- 
sent all those views, they have practically de- 
cided on a compromise. Mr. Cannon believes 
there is not enough goid to enable us to dis- 
pense with silver money, but is strongly op- 
posed to free coinage. Senator Jones is con- 
fessedly a radical free coinage man, and Sen- 
ator Allison takes middle ground. The views 
of Dr. Andrews are almost radically against. 
free silver, Director Leech believes ‘there is 
teo much silver already, and Mr. McCreary is 
inclined to side with Senator Jones, though 
not.so radical as he. The American delegates 
have been instructed by Secretary Foster 
and their duties clearly defined. They 
have authority to diseuss and pro- 
pose, but no powers for final action,

THE OUTCOME OF THE NEW ORLEANS 
STRIKE. 

The strike at New Orleans has been de- 
clared off. The questions of wages and hours 
have been settled satisfactorily by arbitration, 
and the merchants have gaiued a victory on 
the question of unionism by retaining the 
tight to employ non-union men if they so 
choose. The paralysis from which the city 
has suffered is over, the wheels of trade are 
ruuning again, and all the channels of indus- 
try are in motion, But the end is not yet. 
The people of New Orleans are not content 
that an organized movement shall be made to 
ruin their business without calling some one 
to account for it. They are determined to 
push their victory to its fullest extent. Their 
first step is in the direction of an impeach- 
ment of the Mayor, who sat supinely by and 
failed to exercise his authority because of his 
sympwthy with the strikers. The New Or- 
leans papers are now calling for his removal. 
The Times-Democrut says: 

The citizens should take immediate steps in 
the matter while the outrageousness of Mayor 
Fitzpatrick’s conduct in the general strike is still 
fresh. Many more than the legal number of good 
and upright citizens should get toge*her and sign 
a petition, as required by the Constitution, to the 
Civil District Court and ask for his deposition. 
His every day’s continuagnee at the head of the 
municipal government is a danger to the city and 
a slight and a reproach to all honest and self- 
respecting citizens. Therefore should proceed- 
ings for his removal from office be instituted at 
once. 

A still more important step in this disas- 
trous business is about to be taken by the 
Federal Government, whose interference in 
this case is not condemned on the usual plea 
of State rights, Information has been filed 
in the United States Circuit Court against the 
eight members of the Amalgamated Council 
and the Presidents of the forty-four labor 
organizations constituting the Council, both 
in their representative capacity and as indi- 
viduals, The informatiens are filed under the 
provisions of the act of Congress to protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful re 
straints. If these informations fail to reach 
the accused they are still liable to be con- 
victed under the statute which prohibits the 
doing of injury to a person (or his property) 
who 16 enforeing the rights of any 
citizen to the equal protection of the 
laws. The penalties under both statutes 
are severe, and should the persons included in 
the informations be convicted they will pay 
dearly for their attempt to stop the business 
of a whole eity and run it for themselves. 
They will be likely to find out that employers 
have some rights as well as that men who do 
not belong to their unions have the right to 
labor whenever and wherever they can find 
employmeat. The proceedings in this case 
are brought ouly against the leaders. There 
were many indications during the strike that 
the rank and file of the strikers were not thor- 
oughly eontented with the action they had 
taken, but they were ordered into the strike 
by these leaders, and they, if any, are the ones 
who are likely to suffer. The outcome of this 
ili-advised strike may teach them a useful 
lesson,

Rochdale Mill-Owners Grant the Demands

GOLD COINAGE FOR INDIA. 


It Is Believed Herschell’s Support of the 
. Plan Is Not Earnest. 

Lonpon, Nov. 15.—No program yet exists 
for the International Monetary conference 
which will open at Brussels Nov. 22. When 
the delegates meet the proceedings will be 
opened by one of the Belgian representatives 
inviting the American delegates to state the 
proposals they desire to have discussed, 
These presented, a committee will be ap- 
pointed to prepare a definite agenda, The 
instructions of Sir William Vernon Harcourt, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, to the English 
delegates are that they are to treat the con- 
ference as a purely deliberative dody with- 
out power to commit the governments rep- 
resented to anything.

Morley’s Scheme for Evicted Tenants, 

The life of the Evicted Tenants’ Commis- 
sion has been prolonged until January, when 
Parliament will resume its session. If Mr. 
Gladstone submits to the demands of the Irish 
party a bill will be igtroduced endowing the 
commission with power to reinstate evicted 
tenants on specified terms, If the landlords 
refuse 7 accept these terms then the commis- 
sion will have power to compel them to sell 
their land to the commission, None of the 
tenants now in eceupation will receive any 
compensation. This is John Morley’s scheme. 
The chance of such a bill getting united Lib- 
eral support is remote. ‘ 

A Sinecure for Prince Lonis. 

Prince Louis of Battenberg, Commander in 
the royal navy, has been appointed naval 
adviser to the Inspector General of fort 
works, The post, which is a sinecure, will 
add $4,450 yearly to his income. His appoint- 
meat was due to the Queen. Prinee Louis 
desires to again command @ sea-going ship. 
He has begged off from the appaintment to 
command the royal yacht which was offered 
to him. 


BEHANZIN OFFERS TO MAKE PEACE. 


Gen, Dodds Giving His Troops a Rest Be- 
tore Attacking Abomey. 

Parts, Nov. 15.—An official dispatch has 
been received from Gen. Dodds, eommander 
uf the French forces operating in Dahomey, 
announcing that he will give his troops a rest 
before advancing,upon Abomey, the capital. 
He adds that King Behanzin now offers to ne- 
gotiate for peace. Several evening papers say 
that Gen. Dodds and his troops havé’already 
surrounded Abomey, which is defended by 
King Behanzin and 1,700 Dahomeyans,

The names of the Panama Canal directors 
who are to be prosecuted have not yet been 
announced officially. it is reported tonight, 
however, that Count de Lesseps, M. Charles 
de Lesseps, M. Fontanes, M. Cottu, and M. 
Eiffel are included among the defendants, and 
that they are charged with breach of truat and 
malversation of funds.

NEILI's NECK BROKEN BY THE DROP. 


The Woman Poisener Goes te His Death 
Apparently Unrepentant. 
Loxbox, Nov. 15.—Thomas Neill, other- 
wise Cream, the murderer of Matilda Clover 
and several other girls, paid the penalty of 
his crimes at 9 o’clock this morning. Shortly 
before 9 o’clock the authority to hang Neil] 
was handed over by the High Sheriff of the 
County of London to Hangman Billington in 
accordance with the legal form, At three 
minutes to 9 Billington, accompanied by an 
assistant who carried the pinioning material, 
entered the cell of the condemned man, 
where he found the prison ehaplain minister- 
ing to Neill. Without a moment's delay the 
hangman deftly and rapidly pinioned him, 
pads ing a broad belt around his waist and se- 
caring his elbows with two straps tightly 
drawn baek and fastened to the belt behind. 
Straps were placed around the wrists and con- 
neeted with the body belt in front. This ren- 
dered Neill absolutely incapable of moving 
his arms or hands. The condemned man did 
not utter a word during the process, which 

lasted barely a minute. 

The procession to the gallows was then 
formed. It was headed by the chief warder, 
who was followed by the chaplain, who, as he 
walked, read the burial service of the Church 
of England. Neill came next guarded on each 
side by warders. He walked firmly. A dead- 
ly pallor overspread his features, but his face 
showed no other trace of emotion. Close be- 
hind the prisoner walked the hangman. As 
the 1 passed through the corridor to- 
wards the seaffold the tolling of the passing 
bell of St. Sepulchre, which has marked the 
last moments of so many criminals, resound- 


ed through the prison, 
On arriving at the scaffold the white cap, 
which had previously placed upon the 


head of the condemned man, was pulled down 
over his eyes. Billington then guided him 
on to the trap doors beneath the crossbeam, 
from which a rope with a hempen noose at 
the end was white cap was 
then drawn down 80 it covered the chin, 
readering it impossible for Neill to see the 
final preparations for his death. These took 
only a few minutes. His legs were pinioned 
a strap that was fastened below the 
knees. The noose was then dropped over his 
head and adjusted around his neck. The ring 
was fixed behind the left ear. In another sev.

JACK CHINN WORSTED 


HIS READY KNIFE STOPPED BY AN 
OFFIOER'S BULLET. 


Culmination of a Row Over the Starting at 
East St. Louis—Chinn’s Wound an Ugly 
but Not a Dangerous One—Today’s Base- 
bail Meeting—New York Club in Bad 


Financial Shape ~ Coming Football 
Games Excite Great IPnterest—General 
Sposting News. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Nov. 15.—[Special, ]}—Jaek 
Chinn, the well-known starter and turfman, 
was shot through the niouth by Officer An- 
thony at the Hast St. Louis track this afver- 
Soon after the shooting Chinn walked 
to the patrol wagon in front of the gates and 
was taken to the East St. Louis police station, 
where charges of assault to kill and carrying 
¢oncealed weapons were preferred against 
He was then conveyed to St. Mary’s 
Hospital, where the bullet was extracted from 
the back of his neck, whence it had drifted 
after glaneimg around several teeth, The 
chances for his recovery are good. 

Jack Chiuu returned to St. Louis Monday, 
whete ho cominenced immediately to fill up 
He insulted everyone he met at 
the track Monday, including Secretary Sin- 
diair, P. A. Brady, and many others, He 
thredtered-to knife some and shoot others. 
Yesterday he again arrived at the track in an 
intoxicated condition, and going immediately 
to the judges’ stand he perceived Starter 
Richard Dwyet in the act of flagging the horsés 
He dashed across the track 
and ordered Dwyer off his perch and got up 
and seut the horses off at the first attempt to a 
start. When Seerctary Sinclair heard 
of Chinn's maneuvers he decided to have officers 
prevent a repetition of the performance.

The Failure of the Traffic Manager of the 


Great Northern to Attend Yesterday’s 
as received in 


Meeting Is Likely to Defeat Vining’s 
Scheme — President Callawsy of the 
“Clover Leaf” Makes an Explanation— 
The Union Pacific Means to Have the 
Long Haul—Other Railway News. 
Tho meeting of the Transcontinental Asso- 
ciation, called by Chairman Vining to take 
action in regard to the notices of withdrawal 
served by all the members except two, was 
held at the Grand Pacific Hotel yesterday. All 
the roads in the association were represented 
except the Great Northern. As the latter was 
the first road to serve notice of withdrawal 


- - from the association and virtually caused 


withdrawal notices to be served by the other 
lines it was imperatively necessary that it 
should be represented, if the efforts of Chair- 
man Vining to prolong the life of the associa- 
tion or effect a reorganization were to pre- 
vail. Without the Great Northern joining 
nous of the other roads appear to be willing 
‘to withdraw their notices of withdrawal or 
enter into a new agreement. 
The Canadian Pacific was represented by 
Traffic Manager Oids and seemed to be in- 
clined to favor a reorganization of the associa- 
‘tion, provided the Great Northern would join. 
‘The Southern Pacific, which will be most se- 
verely hurt if the association breaks up, ap- 
‘pears to be willing to make important conces- 
sions to other lines, and even forego the sub- 
sidy to the Pacific Mail Steamship company, 
if necessary. 
A dispatch was sent to Traffic Manager Fin- 
ley of the Great Northern asking whether his 
company proposed to be represented at the 
meeting or not, but no reply has been re- 
ceived. In hope that a favorable answer may 
be received the meeting adjourned until 10 
o'clock this morning. 

The general opinion is that the Great North- 
ern will have nothing further to do with the 
Association. The company is just about to 

open its line to the Pacific coast, and it looks 
decidedly as if President Hill means to have 
a tussle with the Canadian Pacific, Northern 
Pacific, and Union Pacific roads in order to 
demonstrate what his new road is capable of 

ing, and to establish a basis for a percent- 
- age for his line if he ever should decide to 
join a combination. 


PRESIDENT CALLAWAY EXPLAINS, 


The Preferred Stockholders Have No Cause 
| for Complaint, 

The report recently telegraphed from Bos- 
ton that a meeting of the preferred stockhold- 
ers of the Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City 
railroad (Clover Leaf) had been held in that 
city to protest against the issuance of the ad- 
ditional mortgage and incidentally criticising 
the management of the company, has caused 
considerable talk in railroad circles, as the 
Clover Leaf, under President Callaway’s 
conservative management, has been quite 
prosper us during the last year. 

President Galloway, when asked about the 
matter, said he had no knowledge of the 
meeting except what he had read in the news 
papers, but presumed that such a meeting 
had been held. The preferred stockholders of 
the company, he said, were largely the old 
bondhoiders of the narrow gauge system. 
Under their contract with the people who 
furnished the money to change the gauge and 
supply rolling stock they were to have a pref- 
erence over common stock in the pay- 
ment of dividends, but no voice 
in management with the 
common stockholders. They are apparently 
attempting to enforce a compliance with their 
demands for participation in the management 
by withholding their consent to the issuance 

itional securities and making exagger- 
ated\reports of the company’s condition a 
pretext for their action. The statement that 
the ings could be doubled without any ad- 
a 


tlay is absurd, for the reason that 
the road ow unable to properly handle the 
volume of business which is offering without 
A engines, cars, and other facilities. 
The statement that no annual report had 
been issued for the last seven years until this 
ir is true, and arises from the fact that the 
ne was in the hands of the construction com- 
pany, which did not turn it over to the rail- 
— company until June, 1891. A full report 
of operation for the year ending June, 
1892, has been furnished to all stockholders, 
and, as far as Mr. Callaway was conterped, 
no information had ever been withheld from 
any one having any interest in the property. 
A large amount of money is needed to sup- 
ply facilities to keep pace with the growth of 
company’s business. If the preferred 
stockholders decline to allow any increase in 
the mortgage debt, some other plan must be 
devised to ruise additional capital. 


WILL NOT CHANGE ITS POLICY. 


Union Pacific Holds to the Long Haul 

_* from Missouri River and Denver. 

The General Passenger Agents of the Rock 
Island, Burlington, Santa Fé, and Denver and 
Rio Grande railways had another conference 
with General Passenger Agent Lomax yester- 
day with a view of inducing the latter to grant 
short haul rates on buginess to Butte, Helena, 
and Northern Pacific points from Salt Lake 
City and Ogden. Mr. Lomax, however, de- 
clined to make any concession, contending 
that his line was entitled to the long haul 
from the Missouri River and Denver, and that 
there was no good reason why it should allow 
the business to be diverted via the Denver and 
Rio Grande. 
An effort was afterwards made to induce 
Mr. Lomax to withdraw tickets via Ogden 
and send all the business via Granger in order 
to prevent the scalpm of Salt Lake and Og. 
den tickets, but Mr. Lomax refused to consent 
to the proposition. 

If tne Union Pacific does not recede from 
its position the other roads will be compelled 
to make a reduction in the rate from the Mis- 
uri River to Ogden and Salt Lake City. 
The rate to the latter points is $30, and the 
Union Pacific makes the same rate to Butte 
via Ogden, thereby affording an opportunity 
for scalpmg the ticket between Ogden and 
Butte. Ifthe Union Pacific made the $30 rate 
via Granger only the Ogden and Salt Lake 
City rate would not be affected.

Directors today at 3 o’elock to hear the Re- 
ceivers’ Association regarding its movement for 
the establishment of a Grain Sampling Bureau 
under the control of the Board of Trade. . 

A committee of five members of the board will 
be appointed to attend the conveution at New 
Orleans in the interest of the promotion of the 
Nicaragua Canal in Central America, This will 
take place Nov. 0. 

The local stock of flaxseed was reported at 
1,403,432 bu. This is a decrease for the week of 
about 34,000 bu. For the same week last year the 
local stock increased 420,000 ba to a total of 
1,346,523 bu, or nearly as much as now in regular 
warehouses. In addition to the total first named 
there are in special bins 65.425 ba. 

A foreign agricultural publication states that 
France will have to import 26,000,000 to 30,000,000 
bu of wheat over and above her home yieid and 
the supplies carried over from last year. During 
the first two months of the French crop year it is 
stated that the im into France were 1,200,000 
ba against 21,000, bu for the corresponding 
period a year ago.
